WASHINGTON, ' July 24.—Following 


Js tho correspondence between the presi- 
dent and Emperor of China, made public 
fcy tho state department today: Empe- 
ror of China, to his Excellency, president 
of tho 'United States, Greetings: China 
jhas long maintained friendly relations 
'w-ith the United States, -and is deeply 
conscious of tho objc-ct of the United 
States international comTnerce. Neither 
country entertains the least suspicion or 
distrust towards the other. The recent 
cutiu-oaks of mutual antipathy bcbyera 
tho people and the Christian missions 
caused tho foreign powers to view with 
suspicion the position oi the imperial 
•government as favorable to the people 
and prejudicial to tho missions, with the 
result that tho Taku foris were attack- 
ed and captured. 


Consequently there has been a clash- 


ing of forces with calamitous conse- 
quences. The situation has become more 
serious and critical. We have ju^t re- 
ceived a telegraphic memorial from our 
envoy Wu-'Iiiig-Fang a™1 St is 
hiS'hly 


gratifying to us to learn that the Unit 
ed States government having in 
view 


friendly relations between the two coun- 
tries, has -taken 
deep interest in ' the 


present situation. 


Now China,' driven by the irresistible 


course of events, lias unfortunately in- 
curred the- well nigh universal indigna- 
tion. For settling the present difficulty, 
China places special reliance in the "Unit- 
ed States. We address a message to 
your excellency in "ill-sincerity'and can- 
didness, with the hope that your excel 
lency will device measures, and take the 
initiative in bringing about a concert of 
tho powers for the restoration of order 
and .peace. The favor of a kind reply is 
earnestly requested, and awaited with 
greatest anxiety.

TEXT OF PRESIDENT'S ANSWER. 
The president's reply is as follows: 


President of the United Stats* to Empe 
ror of China. Greeting: 
Received youi 


majesty's messnge of the 10th of July 
and am glad to know your majesty rec- 
ognizes the fact that tin- (jovcrnau-ni and 
people of the United States desire of 
China nothing but 
whut U ju»t 
and 


equitable. The 
purpose for which 
wo 


Handed troops in China was ;o ivsi-ne our 
legation from grave daujjpr. and the pro- 
tection 
of lives and 
property of 
the 


Americans who were sojourning in China 
dn the enjoyment of rijthts guaranteed 
them by treaty 'and international law. 
The same purposes was publicly declared 
by nil the powers which have landed mil- 
itary forces in your majesty's empire- 


I urn to infer from your majesty's let- 


ter that the malefactors who <lis' .-bed 
the peace of China, murdered the ;r.inis- 
tcr of Germany and members of the Jap- 
anese legation, and who now hold the 
besciged iu Pekin, those foreign diplo- 
mats who still survive, have not only 
not received any favor and encourage- 
nienl from your majesty, but are actu- 
ally in rebellion against the imperial au- 
thority. 


If this is the case, I most solemnly 


urge upon your majesty's government to 
give public assurance whether the for- 
eign ministers are alive, if so, in what 
condition. To put tho diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of the .powers in immediate 
and free communication with their ro- 
fpcdivc governments to remove all clan 
ger -to their lives and liberty. To place 
tho 
imperial authorities 
of China 
in 


communication 
with the relief expedi- 


tion so that co-operation may be secur- 
ed between them for liberating the le- 
gationera, protection of foreigners, an& 
the restoration of order. If these ob- 
jects are accomplished, it is the belief of 


-^-.thls government that no obstacles cau 


tib~found to exist on the part of the pow- 
ers to an amicable settlement of all 
questions arising out of recent troubles 
and the friendly and good offl,x>s of this 
government will with tho assent of the 
other powers be cheerfully placed 
at 


your majesty's disposition for that pur- 
pose.

Linck, but his friends do not be- 
lieve tlmt he has ended his life and will 
turn up all right in due time.

P. Dickey Mfg. Co., and quit his job a 
few days ago. 
Ho is not in the city, 


but just when he departed is not known. 
He *aid that he was going to Union 
Grove it few days ago. 


It will be remembered that Aid. Linck 


left the city very suddenly some months 
ago ,aml turned up in St. Paul, Minn. 
At the time he said he did not know 
where he had been or how he came to 
be in tho Minnesota city. 
His mother 


l/roughl; him back and he fully recovered 
from the spoil. 


Aid. Linck left his home last Wednes- 


day and the question now arises how he 
could have written the letter received 
by the chief and mailed here, if not in 
the city. 


There are many rumors in. circulation, 


that there may be a woman in the case 
and that the woman mailed the letter. 
It is known that the alderman became 
mixed up in a little affair last week, the 
woman living in the first ward and she 
was one of the important witnesses in 
the Corbett case. . The. police arc hunt- 
ing up all these clues. They could not 
find the woman and were told that she 
went away this morning. •

by criminal prosecution 
for the 


act nt present, but an action will be in-

in the circuit court shortly 


seeking to recover damages reiultin;; 
from 
tho deed. The district attorney 


fur Wauki'-ha county, to whom the mat- 
tor of criminal prosecution was referred 
•onu- lime ago, will tnke no action in 
rht- mutter, us the parties interested de- 
,.iro to proceed in yn action for the re- 
covery of damages. 


Attorney George L. Williams, who has 


lici'ii representing the parties interested 
in restoring Luke Muskego, said this 
morning that all who participated in the 
attack upon the dam last January are 
known. Whether they will be punished 
by 
criminal prosecution is 
something 


that will be allowed to rest pending tht 
suit to recover damages in the circuit 
court. If it results successfully the dis- 
trict attorney of Waukcshn, county will 
take such action as he sees fit. 


The dam was Mown up one night in 


January, dynamite being used to ac- 
complish the work. When the dam was 
torn away the water of the lake escaped 
to a considerable degree. While partial 
repairs have been made, the dam has not 
been fully restored. The action is to be 
brought on behalf of the farmers who re- 
side on the east shore of the lake, being 
sranewhat 
.similar to that instituted 


.uoiinst 
the Wisconsin Land «nd Im- 


provement company, which resulted in 
the decision of Judge Johnson ordering 
that the level of the lake be restored to 
ivlu'l it was in ISO'2, when the old drain- 
age commission completed its work. 


The resent rains, it is slated, 
have 


served to nearly refill the lake, the wa- 
ters being held back by the dam that 
has !been erected at the mouth of Wind 
lake. There are several summer resorts 
that have been opened on the shores of 
Wind lake, 5,0 that the lako is now in 
about the same condition as it was -ten 
or 
twelve years 
ago. Milwaukeeane 


who have been camping on the shores of 
the lake say the fishing is better now 
than at any time in recent years.

Senator Stebbin* Withdraw! F».om th 


Wltci>»«lll Gub«rn»torlnl Fight, 


MILWAUKEE, July 24.—Senator De- 


wnyne Stribbins of Algoma last ni^-ht 
sent to the Sentinel his wiUidra.wul as a 
candidate for the Republican nomination 
for governor. Of tho live 
candidates 


who opposed Robert M, La. Follotbe, Mr. 
Stebbins was the last -to withdraw from 
the race. In his statement; he says: 


"Believing th*t a majority of the Re- 


publicans of tho state desire th« nomi- 
nation of R. M. La FoHctte for govern- 
or, and desiring to release my friends 
who have- stood by me so loyally, from 
further obligations. I have decided not 
to -be a candidate for bhc nomination for 
the office of governor at the Republican 
state convention to be held August S 
next I desire to ex-press my high ap- 
preciation of the fealty of -my friends 
and to thank them for their support. 


"In making this announcement I may 


add that leaving the field as I entered 
it, without malice toward any other can- 
didate, I shall loyally support the nom- 
inee of the Republican state convention.'' 


The Stebbins withdrawal will surprise 


Republicans generally. It conies as the 
last act in one of *ha most remarkable 
ante-convention' contests over witnessed 
in. the state. It means that Mr. La Fol- 
lette wfll foe nominated by nodamation. 
Even that is now assured, although only 
aibout haJf the delegates to the conven- 
tion are yet .elected. There is not a can- 
didate left in. the field against him, nnd 
'the Republican state convention in this 
city on Aug. 8, -which wiJl nominate him 
for governor and nominate the rest of 
ttie state ticket, will 'bo, simply a- ratifi- 
cation meeting by the united Republican.' 
of Wisconsin.

TRADE WITH CHIXA. 


Our trade with 'China is steadily in- 


creasing, though the entire foreign com- 
merce with China is hardly worth men- 
tioning in -the magnificent totals of the 
great-nations of. the, .earth. In^thc year 
189S all. China combined imported from 
foreign countries goods worth $146,000,- 
000, «,nd in the sajne period.of time sold 
.to foreign countries $113,000,000 worth. 
England naturally enjoys the greatest 
amount of this Chinese -trade which it 
attained in one woy and another, in one 
way by sheer forco of arms in forcing 
its opium upon -the -hordes of that em- 
pire. Of the. outside trade Eng-tend 
with her colonies, sells to the Chinese 
people goods valued, at $111,000,000 in 
1898, most of this through Hong Kong 
which England compelled China'to cede 
io her along back in 1641. In this year 
the United States bought from China 
products worth $13,000,000 and sold to 
China, $0,000,000 worth of goods.

PETROLEUM EXHAUSTION REMOTE 


What with petroleum deposits known 


to exist in almost-cvbry county of Cali- 
fornia, the discovery of new fields in 
Pennsylvania, the continued growth'of 
the Ruwliin fields, tho recent activity 
In Japanese fields and the discovery of 
petroleum in Algiers and Egypt- the fear 
of petroleum exhaustion appears to lack 
foundation.

For usually some one 
makes it a business to have congress 
bombarded with petitions in order to 
bring influence to bear upon it.

ands, sometimes hundreds of thousands, 
of responses follow. One man has been

The Irrigation season; or the period 
,urlng which the application of water 
B practiced, varies within wide limits, 
u the southern parts of Arizona and 
Now Mexico water Is used throughout 
he entire year. In the more northerly; 
regions the date upon which water Is 
ui-ned into the conduits varies be- 
tween March 1 and May l,.and It Is 
generally turned off.for the season be- 
tween Nov. 1 and D«c. 1, depending 
upon the climate arid the character of 
crops produced.

The irrigation season is,. however, 


•with reference to the necessities of the 
crops undpr cultivation (except in the 
southern territory named), of shorter 
duration than that Indicated by the 
dates limiting tbe flow of water in ca- 
nals.'- The latter may'be considered the 
limits within which the flow of water 
13 practicable throughout the more 
northerly P«rts of the territory under 
consideration. With the exception of 
the grasses and perhaps alfalfa few 
crops require irrigation earlier than 
May 1, nor do they often require _ it 
Inter than Sept. 15.

The quantity of water necessary or 


used for Irrigation fluctuates during 
the Irrigating season, but unfortunate- 
ly the period of maximum use does not 
coincide, with .the!jxsriod of maximum 
flow of the streams.

If ,rivers wei;e highest at ,the time 


when Irrigators :had greatest need of 
water the problem of utilizing the en- 
tl-e water supply: would be much sim- 
pler than It Is. In that case the area 
irrijaited'-could be extended until tho 
demand or the stream exactly equaled 
its supply, and the entire flow could 
be utilized by diverting it directly from 
tbe river on t» the land. This coinci- 
dence, however, does not occur. One- 
half of the annual flow of most rivers 
has passed the irrlgator's headgate be- 
fore the time of greatest need is reach- 
ed and a large percentage J3 gone be- 
fore Irrigation begins. 


The effect of this, as shown above, is 


to restrict tbe area which can be prof- 
itably irrigated to that supplied by the 
July and August discharge of streams 
rather than to their discharge in tho 
flood season nnd to cut down tbe area 
which can be Irrigated by tbe natural 
flow alone to from one-half to one-fifth 
of what could be reclaimed If the floods 
which now mn to waste could all b« 
stored.—J. C. Ulrich.

Rape la Corn. 


To the question "What is the best 


method of sowing Dwarf Essex rape in 
corn for posture for bogs and sheep, 
whether it is better to sow it alone or 
wltU other grains and how much to the 
acre," The Iowa Homestead answers: 
Rape can be sown In corn in two way*. 
One Is to broadcast it Just before the 
last cultivation and cover the seed In 
that way. Another Is to'broadcast the 
need immediately after the last culti- 
vation and not make auy. attempt to 
cover at all. We have seen a very fair 
forage crop grown by both.'1 methods 
Wo would sow the seed alone, using no 
other grain with it. In broadcasting In 
corn from three to four pounds of seed 
per acre is usually used, and if It is dc 
sired to extend it so as to better contro 
the distribution the seed may be mixed 
with an equal bulk of bran. The broad 
casting Is done much as one broadcasts 
clover, and ordinarily we would prefei 
to do it before the last cultivation, but 
the cultivator must follow immediate 
ly. If, however,-thc (rrouud is in goot 
condltion-for surface sowing, good re 
suits are likely to follow Bowlnff after 
the last cultivation,
